To the PuTjlic 

The amalgamation of tbo Bkitisii 
OoLOKlBT and Daily Cuuoniole nows- 
papors rondorB it nocossary that a 
Blatemont of tho causes that bavo lod 
to tho chntigo, as woU as an cxprossion 
of tho sontimonts of tho proprietors 
of tho combined ostablishmonta, should 
bo offered. 

Por some timo past tho most oasaal 
reader could not have failed to per- 
ceive that tho oxistonco of two pas 
pcrs as paying institutionB had simply 
become a matter of impossibility; in- 
deed, wo but write tho truth wheu we 
say that since tho telegraph wire 
reached this city both papers have 
sunk a largo amount of money for 
their owners J that tlicir general offis 
ciency was thoroforo fast becoming im- 
paired, and that tho public wore losors 
thereby. In this condition of affairs 
it became necessary that stops should 
bo taken to insure tho public in tho 
possession of at least one good news- 
paper instead of two fading ones, and a 
proposition for tho purchase of tho 
Colonist plant and good will was con- 
sequently ontortaiuod. Tho arrange- 
ments wore complotod on Saturday 
last, and the paper appears to-day 
under tho solo proprietorship and 
control of the undersigned and Mr AV. 
A. Harries, — a gcatleman long favora- 
bly known to most Victorians in his 
position as senior member of 
tho late firm of llarrios & Co. Phy- 
sically, ouf status has undorgouo a 
complelo change ; politically, our 
opinions aro unaltered. We believe in 
a conditional Union of tho Colonies; 
in tho continuance of oud Free Trade 
policy, with such modifications as the 
oommorcial community may from time 
to timo deem proper ; in Govornmontal 
Eatrenchmout and tho removal of all 
officials whoso services may bo safely 
dispensed with ; and in tho appoint 
meat of one Governor over tho 
tho United Colonies with a lower 
salarj and a smaller staff than is sup 
ported by either of the Colonies at 
i present. In discussing tho leading 
I topics of tho day wo shall endeavor 
\ io bo decided in tono -without being 
\ personal, and to deal with qaostions on 
1 their merits without regard to tho in- 
• dividual with whom they my ori g- 
inate. Our position shall bO; as herO' 
j toforo, independent. We shall bo the 
/ aervants of no man, party or cliquoj 
I and oar columns will be open to 
communicabions on all topics affecting 
'y the pablio welfare without regard to 
' the political views expressed in them. 
In dealing with His Exoeilency's acts, 
we shall endeavor to treat him with 
the respect that is due to the high po 
sition he oooapies; bat we shall 
always criticise h!s official conduct 
fce«ly. When we "lelievo him to bo 
in the right, we snail say so; and 
when wo believe him to be in the 
wrong, ho shall be told so in plain and 
anmistakeable terms. Both branches 
ot the Legislature shall receive every 
ooQSideration at oar hands. Both 
exist by oonstitntional right; each 
exerts a wholesome oheok on tho 
other; and although the powers 
poBsessed are capable of abase, we are 
persaaded that, with oar present sys>< 
tem of Government and Union immi- 
nent, it woald be anwisa to do away 
with either branch, heretofore, 
We shall endeavor to furnish the latest 
news at whatever cost bat in order to 
meet the telegraph bills we are com- 
pelled to raise the weekly rate of sub- 
Boription to thirty-seven and a-half 
cents — a rate which we feel sure 
will not be deemed exorbitant 
when oar readers bear in miud 
the enormoas expense attendant 
npon laying before them at their break- 
fast-hour the latest news from all parts. 
"With only one paper in tho field the Tele- 
graph Company, in order to moot its 
own expenses, has fixed the rate for 
telegrams at a figure corresponding 
with that formerly paid by both 
papers. It therefore booomes neces- 
sary that we shoold ask the pablic to 
bear a portion of the loss, and we fool 
sure, from past experieneo, that we 
Bhall not meet with a refusal. In 
other respects there will be no change 
in our rates. All wo ask is a fair re- 
turn for our labor. 

Having thus briefly stated our posii 
tion and intentions, wo bog to return 
our thanks to the patrons who have 
•ztended tons through the Chronioli: a 
generous support, and to assure thorn 
that no effort will be left untried, and 
neither enterprise nor oxponso spared 
to make the Coi-omst and Ciiuoniclk 
a «cu;spapor worthy tho support and 
confidence of the people of both Col« 
onies.

TUe Address to tlie TJirone, 

The followlDg is the text of tho Address 
to theTbroDO, reported from the Oommitlee of 

the whole House upon iho " State of thu 
Colony" and conlirmud by (he llouao on 
Friday last, atuuding or Jura having beon suu' 



nssemblcd, in full assurnnoe of Your Majesty's 
earnest deeiro to promote the welfare of your 
people, beg leave humbly to address our- 
Belves to Tonr Majesty upon matters of the 
deepest interest to your faithful subjoota in 
this Colony. 

We humbly represent that, desirous of 
reaching l!;o foot of tho Tlirono boloro tho 
rocoss of Parliameut, we tranBinitted by tolci 
Rrapb on the 20th Juno to Your Majotily's 
Principal Secretary of State for tlio Oolouies, 
a few brief resolutions on tho condition of 
this Colony, which His Ksoollcnoy Governor 
IConnedv deolinod to transmit, unless ap- 
proved by tho Logislalivo Council, urging 
immediato union of Vancouver Island and 
British Columbia under a liberal Conatilution, 
and no would now respectfully submit, for 
tho considoratioa of Yonr Most Graoiona 
.Majesty, tho following more detailed views on 
tbo samo subject, 

Wo would, in the first place, slate thnt both 
Vancouver Island and Biitish Columbia ore 
at present sutrorinr; grievously from a variety 
of evils, soma ot which are llio inevitable 
rosulla of circuuistanecs incident to new 
Colonies ; others arising from the continued 
scporalion of Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia, by whioh a system of legislation 
has been adopted in the Legislative Guunoil 
ul the latter colony hostile alike to Imperial 
and Vancouver Island interests ; "and others, 
ugaln, flowing from the unnecessarily expen- 
sive and highly innpraoiicablc systems of 
government of bolh Colonies, which, while 
oppressing tho people with an insupportable 
burtLcn, have, at the samo time, pnivonted 
tho pasaugo ol liberal and nocea^nry laws to 
promote tho settlement and dovelopment of 
the country. The first ol these ovils aro of 
Buuh a nalura, as will gradually eQeot thoir 
own cure, but the second and third ore en- 
tirely under the control of Your Majesty's 
Qovernment, and it is with the earnest hope 
that Your Moat Graeioua Majesty will be 
pleased to grant euch relief as in Your Majes- 
ty's judgment may be deemed expedient, that 
we humbly pray : 

Ist — For innnediato Legialativo Union of 
Vancouver Island and British Colunibi.i 
countries which wo beliova wero only plac 
lempo.'arily under dill'orent GovornmeiitB 
through Imperial expediency. Theiotereets 
of the Island and.the mainland have nhvay 
been, and are, regarded as identical; not 
merely trom the fact of these oommuuiti 
trading with each other and owning alli 
giance to the same authority, but also from 
their be'.og depondf nt on each other in tho mosi 
absolute sense. From 1858 population and 
capital have been gradually cantoring 
Vancouver Island, and it ia from these two 
elements, principally, that tho mineral re- 
sources of British Columbia have been and 
are being developed. It is from Vancouver 
Island, mainly, the capital flowa that bring 
t.0 light the hiddeii wealth of Cariboo and 
other gold-fields; it is from the same' source 
tho majority of tho mining population of 
llritish Columbia, who resido in A'ancouver 
Island the greater portion of tho year, is ob- 
tained. It will thus be seen that Vancouver 
Island's interest ia tho mainland is more 
than an ordinary interest, and that what 
allecls tho prosperity of the latter colony 
whether it bo tho eiionnous expenses of its 
Government or the ill judged and unpopular 
character of its lows, acts in a corresponding 
degree on the former. How deep the interest 
is whioh British Columbia feels in Vancou- 
ver Island will bs best ascertained by 
perusal of the petition for Union forwarded 
some time ago by the Administrator c! tho 
Government of British Columbia to Y^our 
Majesty— signed, as it was, by all the prin- 
cipal merchants, manufacturers,, miners, tra- 
ders and larmera in tho neighboring colony, 
2nd. We would further state that while the 
combined population of both colonies, esolu 
sivo of Indians, who conlribula in some dc. 
gree to the RevtiQne, docs not exceed 10,000 
pereona, the expenditure of the two Govern- 
ments araonnla, in the aggregate, to nearly 
£200,000a year. It is scarcely necessary to 
point out to Your Majesty, the unparalleled 
andjruinous ohanictor ol the taxKiion required 
to support such an outlay, and the abso 
luta necessity for aforni ,)t Government that 
will bear more lightly on tho inhabitants, and 
allord tbemSmore effective means to check ex- 
travagance. In British Columbia, as \''our Ma- 
jesty's government isnware, tho Quvernraent 
is carried on by a Legialaiive Ootmcil conaiat- 
ing ol tonofDcial, and five nnofRcial members. 
The ayatem virtnally atifles public seniimont, 
aa, from eauaes which are inscpurable from 
an overwhelming official iiillueiico in a 
Legislative Chamber in a young country, the 
usefulness as well as independence of tbo 
non-official members is scrionsly impaired. 
Salaries aro raised and expenses incurred 
under such a slate of things that could never 
bo dona under a more liberal and lesponsihle 
form of Government. Tho Oonatitotinn n( 
Vancouver Island ia free from aomo of tho 
evils whioh exist in the Conatitution of thu 
neighboring colony, but tho unduly ofTicial 
and Nominotive character ofthellpper Hou.He 
has created serious dissatisfaction throughout 
the colony, the members acting in direct an- 
tngonism to iho Assembly, and throwing out, 
ECfision after session, moasnres wliioli tlio pub. 
ic inlorcat loudly nnd persistently deaiancls 
By such (lulennined hostility to the Lower 
Houae, as iliis irrisponsible body has evinced, 
and the rufnsal uf tlic Governor to grant neo- 
asaary information on matters afi'ecting the 
vital interests of the colony, the welfare ol tho 
country hns been deeply injured and the Leg- 
islative A-senibly roduced almost to a null- 
ity. Wo would, thertfoiu, pray, ilmt in uni- 
ting the two colonics Your .Majosty's Gov- 
ornment will bu graciously jileaaed to grant 
to Iho people such a Consliluiion, iis will, 
whila reserving to tho Croivn every preroga- 
tive consistent wilh rcpreiienlativo Gove'rn- 
ment, onublo them to conirol Iho manner 
and amount of the ta.xation and expondituro, 
and, if neoesaary, prevent the official element 
acting to the country's detriment by hostility 
to tho people and • their roproscntativcH. As 
ono portion of lh<! great expendilure abovd 
slated, we would humbly rrpreseiit that llu: 
salary of the Governor of Jiiiiisli (Columbia 
wna raised by the Legislative Council of lluil 
colony, tol'^ur Thousand Pounds a year, anil 
one Ihnnsund per annum aro allowed for 
travelling expoiisos. The salary of ihu Gov- 
ernor of Vancouve Island is Three Thousand 
Pounds. For each, at great expense, obcuae 
is maintained and each baa a Private Secre- 
tary. With a view to laying down iho ground 
work of economy io the Govornmoii! of tho 
country, wo would respectfully submit for 
Your Majesty's consideration llio lollowing 
Civil l.,ist, lor tho unilcd Cijlonies, nn amount 
as great us with the pr.'senl scTioua liahllitiua 
and the ever reci;rring need lor internal im- 
provomonls in bolh oulonias, can, wa believe 
lor aome yoata hence bo afforded :

steady and sure course of prosperity. Thoir 
progress would bo greatly promoted by the 
opening of oommuoioation Iroin tho Pacific 
to the fertile plaina and nnriferous Btrearaa 
of the Saakatobewan oouotry oast of the 
Rooky Mountaina. This hae, already to a 
considerable extent, been efiected by govern- 
mental and private enterprise, and n further 
advance eastward will probably soon be 
made; but, as part of tho projeotod highway 
between the Atlantic and I'ucilio, this undor- 
lal'ing from its important bearing on Imper- 
ial intjrosts, may yet claim aid from Your 
Majesty's Governnient. 

Another measure, wliiob would greatly 
benefit the united oolunios, is steam ooniniun 
nication with Panama, and connection at 
that port with tho AVcst India Steamship 
Company's line Irom England to Aspiowall. 
Tbia ve ore ioformed will bo furnished by 
the above named Company, provided they 
are guaranteed annually X20,000,or eight per 
cent, on the amount of capital deemed 
necessary lor the undcrlnking. 

Such a connection would greatly foster 
British interests, as well as British sentinient 
in this port of the world, besides paving the 
way for greater undertakings of the kind in 
luture, having in view conneotion between 
Confaduratcd liritish North America and 
the rich and populous countries on tho Asiatic 
shores ot the Pacifio. 

ReferriDg with pride to the groat, and, lor 
theatnall namber of tax payers, unprecedent- 
ed eftorta horeloforo made by jbotli col- 
onies; in self-support and internal improve- 
ments, We profoundly regret that it will 
bo out of our power to pruouro the vast ad- 
vantage ol tho Steam Communication above 
mentioned, unless Your Most Gracious Majes- 
ty's Government should be pleased to extend 
a helping hand to these yount; and struggling 
colonies, believing, os wo do, that it it as- 
sumea one-half the expense, the Mother 
oonntry will reap its fall abara of the 
benefit, 

Withonl connection with tho Mother coun- 
try by means of Mail Slaamers, the progress 
of these Colonies is greatly retarded ; 
and so deeply is this felt by tho people, thai 
large sums aro now paid to a foreign steam- 
boat company by each colony to keep up con- 
nection with California, although Iheoompon- 
sating advantages arising from this outlay 
cannot be compared with those that would 
result from aubsidiziog a British line 
of steameiB between Panama and these 
colooiea. 

With faith in the mineral and other numer- 
ous resources of British Columbia and Van- 
couver Island, which are giadually being de- 
veloped under great diflicullies, and feeling 
the most unbounded confidence in tho Mater- 
nal Solicitude of Your Most Gracious Maj- 
osty for the wellbeing of all your loyal 
subjects , we believe that the present appeal 
for such institutions and other rensoDabie aid 
as will conduce essentially to the welfare 
and happiness ot the Uailed Colonies, will 
not be made in vain. 

And we, Your Majstly'a loyal and devo- 
ted subjects, aa in doty bouad, will ever 
pray !

lone, be either did not hear me or would not 
pay attention to me; I did not call out tho 
man's name, as J did not know who it was,, 
his back was tnrucd to me, but as ho ro- 
turnsd about a minute after I saw it was 
Henry Wallord, tbe fireman; I think Mr 
Lyons was moving and going alt ; 1 presume 
it vyas Mr Lyons ; I will swear it was Mr 
Lyons' voire; I can't say if Sir Lyons ru- 
mained on board all night after this ; 1 beard 
somebody on board between ODO ni:d two 
o'clock ; I should tthink (here were two, I 
beard voices, tbeir voices were suppressed ; 
I heard fodtsteps, they wore Ver'y'Ught;!' 
Baw tbe reflection of a dark lantern or 
amp ; I should think it was on tho wharf; 
I know the business of ine iirisonoi-, he is a 
drinking saloon keeper, ho keeps the Groat 
Eaetorn, it is a public houso ; 1 know of a 
package of champagne being bronghh on 
board by Lyons, not belonging to thu ship, 
it was a box ; Mr Lyons ireatud all hands on 
board ; they wcru bought of the steward ; 
the champagne was stated to be for the use 
of the people going in her; Lyons stated he 
e.Ypected Mr Backus and a large parly were 
going ; tho champagne was- to-, treat tbem ; 
Remember when yon, Mr Barnard, left the 
liold ; after leaving the hold I went into the 
cabin and saw ibo prisoner tbcro. 

Crosa-esaminod — 1 recognised .Mr Lyons' 
voice ; I was below him ; 1 cnuld not see any 
one; I baliovo thai lha charnpagno was 
brought on board to Iroat with ; tho voicis 
wore of n suspicious charuclor ; there ouu;lit 
not to have boon anybody moving about the 
ship at that hour of the night ; 1 sa'.v a 
light ; the lantern did not beiong to the ship. 

Charles Moss — I was on board tho r,hip all 
night, aflor eight o'clock; I know the 
prisoner ; I have heard the testimony given 
by Captain Olarke; tho prisoner came on 
board about half-past eleven ; ho came to 
take away what fesv things ho had ; lie came 
to mc and asked me il I would sell him a 
bottle of brandy ; 1 told him no, it wiin 
against the rules, and I would not ; ho said 
he was going to take his things asforo ; he 
said ho was thinking to stay at Bellinghain 
Hay a few weeks, il might bo a numlli, even 
three months ; he said ho had arranged with 
ibo bead boss tboro to open a boardin:; house; 
be asked mo to call and tell his wife he would 
not be borne for some time; be left the ship ; 
I understandipg bo was going to take up his 
tesidenee at Bellinghom Bay ; I was sur- 
prised to see him in the cabin this morning ; 
I woke him up lliis morning and iisk^jd him 
why he did not elay ashore ; lie taid he had 
some other business to attend to ; half :iii« 
hour after wo came in from Is'anainio he 
came to mo and said ho could put mo in the 
way of making some money ; I said I did 
not want to enter into anything of iho sort ; 
be told mo tbot a steward was allowed lU 
gallons ot each kind of liquors ; I -aid I did 
not care if be was allowed 60 ; I deelined, 
and said I would not get myself into any 
diDieulty ; bo asked me what I would toke 
to let him go in my place ; I told him Oapt. 
Olarke would not allow it ; there was some- 
thing said about what could be mado ; wo 
could make a good thing out of it ; tho 
money was to be made by smuggling those 
10 gallon kegs of liquors ; 1 have known 
Lyons 2 or 3 years : 1 have been steward uf 
other ships on and oil; I have seen Mr 
Lyons on board pteviously ; I saw him yes- 
terday forenoon in the forecastle ; he weut 
as a passenger, and had bis meals in tbe 
cabin ; I had leason to believe that smug- 
gled goods were oo board ; I saw a man take 
something down tho forecastle the night 
belore, it was something out of a c.iso ; one 
of the men was 'A'afford ; I could not tell 
lha height ot iho olher man, ho was stooping 
down ; Waflord is a man of family, when 
in port he dooa not sleep on board. 

E.'^amioed by Commissioner — Il ia not 
usual for packages to be passed down the 
forecastle at that time of night ; the other 
men was not one of tbe crew; I know i* 
because of hia hat. 

Cross-examined — I don't know what .itato 
the prisouer was in when he canui on board 
tho ship for the brandy , I don't belicvo be 
was drunk ; they were taking something out 
of a cuso down tbe forecastle ; I don't know 
what it was. 

Ke-exainined — I was in bod whun he 
came oa board at half-past 11 to fetch his 
things ; I was not awake many minutes after 
this ; ttie deieudant did not appear drunk. 

George Neale — Half-an-hour offer the 
liquors had been found last night I was 
lalking on deck with tbo Engineer and 
Steward ou tho poop, when I heard a man 
come down tho wharf and jump on board ; 
1 bailed him and asked him .who ha was, he 
made no reply, 1 then walked forward and 
saw him forward of tbe^windlass, 1 asked bim 
what be wanted, be said tbat be had come 
to look for » coat tbat ooe of the men, I 
presume he m^ot tbe passengers, bad left 
behind bim, he then passed on, went-round 
by the foremast, and then on to tho wharf, 
with no coat ; be did'ric lind anything f he 
wag looking out for it on the forecastle ; I 
don't know who tho man was, he was a 
perlect sirauger to me ; I asked Eourd, the 
fireman, a man whom I Ihpught there wms the 
most faith to bo placed in, if ho had seen 
any one as he came down tho wharf; he j 
said yes, he bad seen a man lurking round ! 
the ooal oars, whum he supposed to be an 
Indian, and took no notice of bim ; he also j 
ii)ld me in conversation, thai on 'Thursday { 
night, between 1,2 and 1 o'clock, when ho 
wont on board, the light in the forecastle was 
out, and ha had to light il helure ho could 
got to bed ; .Mr Foord is one of the liicnieii ; 
the light ought to have been burning ; this 
statement is made in oonjuuction with that 
of Oapt. Clarke ; I can also coulirni that 
one ot tho voices I hoard last uight about 
half-past 11 was the voice uf tbe prisoner ; 
1 retired to bed about half-past three, and 
found tbe prisoner asleep in a blanket in tbe 
cabin ; 1 have seen tbe prisoner' now and 
then aboard tho boat. 

Oross^examinod — On o previous occasion, 
coming from Nanaimo, prieonur was in the 
forecastle; I am under tho belief he had. slept 
there, 

Henry Wali'onl — I ilou't Know .liiy ihing 
about thi.s luutler I don't know any thing 
more than a child unburn ahuut the liquor ; 
I know I am on my oath ; I knuiv what the 
consciiuenccs uf perjury ari' ; I know the pris- 
ouer; I havo no ueiiuaint:iacc at iiLlliiij^'liani 
bay; I am awi\ro that smuggled goods wrrc 
louiid on buard thu ,Sir James iJouglas ; I 
knuw where thoy were found; I saw them 
taken up ; ! was or, board tho steamer Sir Jas. 
Douglas twice the ovoiring previous to her 
leaving 'Victoria, onco a little beforu niiio, and 
again at balfi,past nino ; I was alone ; [ weiu 
down for lome bog wash ; 1' didn't tuku it ; 1 
went straight homo ; I tq^d my wife I w.anted 
some tobacco, ai I should not have time to get 
it in the morning as wo were, going awuy eo 
early ; I took ray clean blankets In a towel ; as 
I went down I saw Mosa coming oir the 
wharf; tbe flrtt timo I camu down was for tho 
swill , J didn't take il away ; I walked round 
tbe block with a neighbor 
down Wharf street to ('< 
I never drin': liquor; I n u 
giving infitructioiis for no one to leave his 
berth; I went on deck In luaki- v.'atiT : I «aw 
you (Mr. 13.) uu ilci:k ; I dklu't hear any nuiso 
about the sliip ; I have hin-ii to l.yun,;' house 
one or two liiuc:! ; he i i u lii|uor ilcalvr ; he 
Ims been to .Nauainiu willi ii,) ; he Was in the 
forecastle yesterday mi)riiiiig ■ I wau there ; thu 
I'urcoasllo is always uiilocliril , ,uty one eould 
go dovn and put tilings on huanl ; I \yi\n on 
lioarii wlii'u II stoker was ilisiai,Hiied ; be was 
sent away because ho left the iihi|) williuut uri 
dera from tho captain ; the ciiiilaiii lumli. a n.-- 
gulatiou that one man should always remain 
on board : that regulation is still in forcr , 
regulation hag been broken eontinry to '.he 
captain's orders ami without his knowledge ■ 
I never know all the luuii to bo olf; thu first 
sight I had of tho liquor was Inst night ; I have 



night before we left for Bellioghkra Bay ; Ur. 
Mair'tinnone of the- oreWi came on board about 
niuo o'clock; five- nilaiites after, ,jastV be- 
fore I left, I saw the 'eagmeerp- the 'captain 
and mate bud just juitaped ashore j I was on 
board about a quarter of an hour altogether ;

James .McCulloch...IIavo been ongiuosr since 
tho 2Gth Deooiubor last ; I havo known tbo pri- 
soner about two years, not as a friend, only by 
sight ; never Imil any conversation with hira 
as to business ; 1 heard a portion of tho con- 
versation botwccu iho captaiu and the prisoner ; 
lio nskud the captain tho fare to Boiliugbam 
Hay ; the captain said S8 would bo a fair price ; 
thu prisuner said somothing about liquors; if 
he could take eei'tain liquors in tho ship ; the 
price (if passage, he said, was a very small 
consideraiiiin, as he could make $100; tho 
captain said hu must get a permit and liavo 
iheni |)ns3cd ihroUKh tho custom houso; tho 
prisuui r then dropped the matter, 

Cro3S-e.\,iin:ueil...Wo were all conversing 
together; ho didn't uso tho word smuggling ; 
ilwas suppii,,ed there were a number of per- 
sons going by tho .ship ; ho may have meant 
them for them , 1 should think it was tho in- 
tJiitiim ot i!.i.' prisoner to ^'ct the things through 
without passintr ihcni through the custom 
liDuso ; the subject then dropjiod ; tho prisoner 
alateil that he hiul not thought about the cus 
toiii house, or words to that eir«ct; I know of 
liquors huviug been discovered on board; I 
knev, notiiing about the liquors until I saw 
tlieiu last ninht, and I did .lot know there was 
a trap- door iu tho forecastle boarding; I ex 
pressed to the captain oa tho way from Victoria 
to Port Aiigolos tlint I was suspicious that there 
were 3iuug(.'led goods on board, tho steward 
c,\;irc3sed his suspicions to us that ho had 
seen things Roing down tho forecastle of the 
ship the evening before ; I don't know if it 
v.-as clothing ; ho .saiil ho had been suspicious 
thai thing's were going down that ought not 
til have gone down ; bo saw tho things going 
ilovM up t(i twelve o'clock; I did not state 
to the c.i|itaiii who I thought bad put tbo 
things down; ho (tho steward] afterwards told 
mo that WatTord was one of tbem. 

Witne.SB, reoaUed — I am certain that I saw 
WatTord with something in bis band ; he took 
it from another and passed it down the foro- 
castlo. 

Peter, an Indian, examined through an In 
icrpreter, .\athaniel ClitTord — I saw the cans 
hrought uji on deck to-day ; I didn't know 
what was in them j I saw tbem down below 
before they were taken up on deck ; all tbe 
men tuld mo they were there; I mean tho 
men that wore working oa board ; I know 
Wsfford ; have seen him in Victoria ; I don't 
know who put tbi^m on board the steamer ; 
I wns ashore at Bellingbam Bajr ; I went to 
SCO a Clootchmau ; I didn't speak to WaSbrd 
ihcro. 

This eIo?ed tlio ease for the prosecution 
N'o evidence was called for Iho prisonor. 

Mr. lJ,irn,ird then summed up tho case, 
stating that thu evidence he had adduced bes 
fore tho i.iiurt was snlhcienl to prove that 
smuggkil liquors bad been foi;nd on board tho 
Sir Jiiine,- I)oiiL;la,s, and as this court and coun 
sel on l),jth siilu liaj ugrsed that the officers 
and crow of the s!ii[i had bad nothing to do 
with secreting or pl;>.c;r!g tho liquors on board 
tho court could but seo Irorn tho evidence 
that all eircunistanccs tcndod to show tbat tbe 
prisoner was the guilty partj. He then went 
Ihrougli the evidence, and asked the court to 
liud tlio prisoner guilly. 

.Mr Bagley then addressed the Court in a 
lengthy, able and eloquent manner on behalf 
of tbo prisoner, stating that there waa no 
ovidenco to show that the prisoner was the 
party, and asked tbe Court to dismiss the 
charue. 

The Ffonorablo Commissioner in delivering 
...^ . ..diet, said that ho had given tbe evidence 
his best attention, and could but come to the 
conclusion that the evidence given on behalf 
of tho prosecution was not sufBcient to con- 
vict the prisoner, who most therefore be dis 
charged, but be must say that thai there was 
great suspicion against tbe prisoner. The 
trial commenced at half-past two o'clock and 
lasted until near ten.
